The Chargé d’Affaires showed consider- 
able emotion, but accupted the Govern-| 
ment’s decision. He will leave Paris from | 
the Northern Railroad Station at 10) 
o’clock this evening for Liége, Belgium, 
accompanied by the special Commissary | 
of Police, who is responsible for his se- 
curity to the frontier. 

It is understood that M. Maubourguet, 
though representing Venezuela, is still a| 
French citizen. 

The action of the French Government 
with referencé to Venezuela has not yet 
been finally decided on. M. Rouvier is 
calling the Cabinet Council together to 
consider the steps to be taken. 

In the meantime a telegram from Lor- 
fent, the French war port in Brittany, | 
emnounces that the cruisers Jean Bart 
and Chasseloup-Laubat are preparing to} 
join the French division which is cruising | 
in the vicinity of Venezuelan waters. 

The Government issued ‘a note to-night 
stating that M. Taigny went on board 
the steamer Martinique at La Guayra to 
get instructions, which were sent in| 
charge of a French postal agent, owing | 
to the seizure of the cable office, and | 
that he was prevented from returning to | 
the shore on the pretext that he was not | 
provided with a sanitary certificate, as 
required by Venezuelan regulations. The 
instructions sent by the Martinique or- 
dered M. Taigny to leave Venezuela, for 
which purpose the cruiser Jurien de la 
Gravitre was at the time on her way to 
La Guayra. The noto says 

“ Although diplomatic relations had al- 
ready been suspended for several days, 
diplomatic immunity covered the case of 
M. Taigny until hé had left Venezuelan 
waters. By boarding a merchantman in 
Venezuelan waters he could not be con- 
sidered as having ieft tha territory of | 
the country, where his position as a diplo- 
matic representative should have pro-| 
tected him from all vexatious measures. 

“It is for this reason that the French 
Government, in handing his passports to 
the Venezuelan Chargé d’Affaires in 
France, has been led to take measui'es 
to cdérnduct Mitt tiamediately to the fron- 
tier.” 

The French Cable Company’s officials 
say that they received confirmation this | 
morning of the reports that the managers | 
of the company at Caracas and La Guayra 
had been expelled from Venezuela. The 
company has about ten other managers In | 
charge of different offices in Venezuela, 
and momentarily expects to hear at} 
they have been expelled. The officials of | 
the company have brought the matter be- } 
fore the Government. It is believed that 
the United States will be asked to extend | 
the protection of its representative to the | 
managers.

To bring him 
within the reach of the authorities Assist- 
ant District Attorney Train had his case 
put on the calander of Judge Foster in 
the Court of General Sessions on Wednes- 
day, and when the defendant failed to re- 
spond moved to have his bail forfeited. 

Samuel Kahn, proprietor of the Occi- 
dental Hotel, had furnished bail for ‘ Col. 
Colmey.”’ He asked that the time be ex- 
tended until Monday, and Judge Foster 
assented, but to the surprise of all the 
Colonel came into court yesterday accom- 
panied by Mr. Kahn and Terrence J. Mc- 
Manus, his counsel.

In an instant the gallery was in an up- 
roar.

Meanwhile 
the excitement had spread to the lower 
baleonies and the floor. People began to 
hurry up the aisles, and it loked for a 
moment as if a general rush for the doors 
would be inevitable.

A crowd of sympathizers with twenty

It Would Limit Statistics Bureau 
to Reports on Growth. 


‘NEW METHODS APPROVED 


| Safeguards Against Leaks Are Satls- 
factory— General Crop Estimates, 
Report Says, Are of Little Worth. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Keep 
Commission recommends that the work of 
the Bureau of Statistics, Department of 
; Agriculture, in regard to cotton, be set 
tsricted to monthly reports expressing the | 
|condition of the growing crop during the | 
| Srowing season. It finds that the acre- | 
age planted and the ginning statistics of | 
the Census Bureau should be the only} 
| Government reports on those matters. 

The repert on investigation of the cad 
reau Was submitted by Charles Hallam | 
Keep, Assistant Secretary of the Treas- | 
ury, and Chairman of the commission, to | 
the President to-day. 

Referring to the safeguards which have | 
been improved since the cotton leak of | 
jlast July, the committee says it is diffi- | 
cult to see how the system now in force! 
can be improved. 

Taking up the fact that 85,000 persons | 
are on the lists as correspondents in the | 
cotton department alone, the committee | 
thinks the immense number of corre- | 
spondents raised a presumption: against | 
care in selection. The sending out of | 
blanks to all these persons, the receipt and 
tabulating of replies, involves expense | 
from which no equivalent benefit is re-| 
ceived. The information principally relied 
upon is in the reports of the traveling | 
field agents and State agents. In other 
words, the bureau relies upon the re- 
ports made from persons to whom it pays 
| salaries.

FOR YOUNG ATHLETES. 


Five Flelds for Boys and Girls of Pub- 
Ilo Schools Athletic League. 


Several athletic fields will be ready for the 
boys of the Public Schools Athletic League, 
and for the girls also, when: the outdoor sea- 
son begins. These fields have just been ac- 
quired, either by purchase or by gift to the 
big organiation, and it is the purpose of the 
Directors of the league to make the fields 
models in every way and to establish the fact 
that the young American athlete of the great- 
est athletic ofganization that the world has 
ever known is ‘setting a higher standard for 
the sports of the track and field than has 
ever before been attempted. 

Two new tracts of ground have been pur 
chased at a cost of $175,000 from the appro- 
Priation of $800,000. that was made by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment some 
months ago. The largest of these fields is 
located “in Astoria, comprising an area of 
nearly two city blocks, and is located within 
1,000 yards of the landing of the Ninety-second 


Street Ferry from Manhattan. The other 
field is located at Sixteenth Street and Ave- 
nue: K, Brooklyn, on the road to Brighton 
Beach. This tract is 1,000 by feet in 
measurement, and in order to make a clear 
title to the property the Long Island Railroad 
has agreed to surrender its privilege of right 
of way through Spe of the grounds and 
the city has agreed to close an old road that 
crossed the property, and cede the title to the 
schoolboys. 

The field in Astoria will afford an ample 
space for the boys and girls of the upper east 
side of Manhattan to exercise and conduct 
their.competitive sports. In addition to the 
running tracks, there will be lawn tennis, 
basket ball, and baseball fields, with stands 
for spectators, and also dressing rooms and 
shower baths for the young athletes. The 
field in Brooklyn may be reached from any 
portion of that borough, and also Queens, by 
transfer on the trolley lines. It will also be 
well equipped for the purpose for which it is 
intended. 

These two fields, together with the splendid 
gift of Controller Metz and the field purchased 
in Staten Island near to the Curtts High 
School, and the other gift of a field in Brook- 
lyn, make a total of five athletic fields that 
are now in preparation for the schoolboys. A 
portion of the Metz Field and one of the 
others will be specially set apart for the 
use of the schoolgirls. The details of the 
arrangement of the fields is being attended to 
by the athletic experts who are members of 
the Executive Committee of the. Public Schools 
League. They are in consultation 
with the engineers of the Park Department 
who prepared the plans for the fields con- 
trolled by that department of the’city gov- 
ernment. The intention is to make the fields 
for the schoolboys thoroughly practical for 
their purpose at the least possible cost and 
yet have them surpass any fields for like 
purpose in the world. 

It is expected by Gen. George W. Wingate, 
S. R. Guggenheim, and Harry Payne Whitney 
of the Board of Directors that the baths and 
dressing rooms in two or three of the fields 
will be donated to the league as memorials.

The annual report of President Charles M.

Won’t Give the Names of His In- 
formants on Isthmian Affairs. 


SENATORS IN A QUANDARY 


Supreme Court Decision Cited In Sup-

—Hearing Goes on To-day.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—‘‘ You can put 
me on bread and water and confine mse 
to Colon, but you can’t make me dis- 
close the names of persons who have told 
me these things in confidence,” was the 
way in which Poultney Bigelow put his 
defiance to the Senate Committee on 
Isthmian Canals to-day. The Senators 
had tried for some hours to pin him 
down to a statement of authorities for

on the Panama Canal. 

Mr. Bigelow's recalcitrance caused an 
adjournment of the committee hearing in 
order that the proper measures of com- 
pulsion might be debated. The intima- 
tion was given out that his arrest on a 
charge of contempt of the Senate might 
be sought. The committee, it’ was said, 
would give Mr. Bigelow. one more chance 
to answer its questions, calling him to the 
stand at 11 o’clock to-morrow morning. 
If he still refused, he would have to 
take the consequences.
